An extremely valuable Atlas of South America. Cruz Cano, the royal Geo¬ 
grapher of Spain, had peculiar advantages in the possession of various original 
documents and drawings made from actual survey by Spanish explorers, which ho 
corrected by astronomical observations. It has not been elsewhere nsed, being very 
little known, although it adds fresh material of considerable importance to American 
ehartography. 

A well known amateur and dealer in American rarities makes the following 
statement:—“ This is the largest, most elaborate and important map ever got up of 
South America, but from some cause or other, never sufficiently explained, it was 
never published. Humboldt somewhere informs us that the plates were destroyed by 
order of the Spanish Government, and that but very few copies got out. He says, 
that he himself was fortunate enough to secure a copy for himself and Bonpland in 
1799, before their departure on their great American travels, for which he paid 15 
Napoleons. Copies are very seldom found in catalogues, and almost never have been

From the catalogue of a Berlin booksellcj 
in 1857, it appears that Doncker published a Dutch “Zee Atlas of Water-Wereli’ 
in 1666, and a second edition of the same in 1669, this latter bearing the name of P

that the Paescarten from the Marquis of Astorga’s library, formed a new woik bj 
Doncker ; with the years 1671 to 1674 as the dates of engraving.

This great work is of singular importance to the American collector. The 
Haps and Charts, which it contains, are all the result of long and profound study, 
and judicious criticism. Dudley was himself a practical mariner and scientific man, 
as well as a great noble, who spent forty yean of his life, and the treasures of a vast 
income, upon the accumulation of authentic material for the illustration of his 
cherished subjects—Hydrography and Navigation. The Arcano comprises Porto- 
leni and Charts by English and other pilots, which were never published elsewhere; 
and it seems carious that the book should have hitherto escaped the notice of most 
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American collectors, when we consider some of its points of interest. The maps 
which depict Virginia, New Netherlands, and New England, are amongst the moat 
important of tlioe : they arc fuller and upon a larger scale than, while at the same 
time, they arc totally distinct from, those of Lact, Jansson, Mercator, Visscher, the 
Beschryving of 1651, Van Loon, and Donckcrs. It is very strange, upon this 
account, that the Arcano is omitted hy Asher in his Bibliographical Essay, and that 
the attention of so painstaking a student should not have been drawn to Dudley’s 
work. The above second edition was prepared from the author’s corrected copy of 
the first; and as he died in 1639, his maps of those parts of America must be con¬ 
sidered to take precedence of all those mentioned by Asher, except the 1630 edition 
of Laet. In fact, it is uncertain whether they might not claim priority even ever 
Laet; for the engraver Lucini mentions that he himself had been kept secluded in 
an obscure village of Tuscany for twelve years, working incessantly at the plates. 
Asher’s Essay, so elaborate in its description of the various early maps and charts, 
their variations, and their mutual dependence or independence, becomes very defec¬ 
tive through its omission of the Arcano. Apain the large scaje of the maps of 
California and New Albion, and the number of names which crowd the coast line 
below and above Cape Mendocino, with the marginal observation upon the errors of 
latitude made hy previous writers, shew conclusively the scientific character and 
importance of Dudley’s w'ork. A similar remark will apply to the delineations of 
the newly discovered lands of Australia, and the northern coasts of New Holland, 
(which he mistakenly calls New Guinea, while leaving to that island its other name 
Papua). 

One of the Portolans is hy Abraham Kendal, the master of Dudley’s flag-ship, 
when the latter fitted out an expedite n to the West Indies in 1594-95 to explore the 
land of Eldorado; during which he visited Trinidad and some other islands, Guyana, 
the issues of the Orinoco, etc. He took some useful notes, made lists of native words, 
thrashed some Spanish ships, and escaped some great dangers in this expedition,—a 
daring one for a young man of 21,—but returned without booty. The numerous 
Vocabularies of savage languages which the Arcano contains are of considerable 
interest. Abraham Kendal, whose name is unknown to the book-makers, died at 
Portobello in Central America, in 1597, in Drake’s serv ice, leaving behind him the 
plans and papers of w f hieh Dudley made good use. 

Dudley was the legitimate son of the Earl of Leicester, and acknowledged at 
such during his father’s life, bnt the hatred of his step-mother and the enmity which 
his aspiring and ambitions character created for him, damaged his prospects at court 
He claimed the Dukedom of Northumberland, which had fallen into abeyance oo 
the execution of his grandfather, the setter-up of Queen Jane Gray; but toon 
left England, (where he was more likely to receive indignities than rewards) and 
Vent to travel on the Continent, from which he never returned. He obtained, how¬ 
ever, from the Grand Duke of Tuscany honours and employment ; and received from 
Ferdinand II. a patent by which the title of Duke of Northumberland and Earl of 
Warwick was secured to himself and his children throughout the Empire, with the 
title of Duchess for the lady he took with him from England and married in Italy, 
diaries I. conferred the same title upon the wife whom Dudley had left with four 
children in England behind him.

Gomara prefixes a carious address to intending translators, warning them to bo 
accurate and to measure the full significance of tne pregnant Spanish phrases, also 
to pay special attention to proper names. He further declares that he is writing the 
book in Latin, so that the translators may take no trouble in that language. His 
Latin version has never appeared.

The latest geographical discoveries are incorporated in their work, and 
contributions by the best authorities in each country are made use of. This is the 
first Atlas containing like a fair description of the now United States t the settle¬ 
ments of the Pilgrim Fathers at Plymouth, the establishment of James’ City, 
and the position of Fort Orange«md New Amsterdam (the future city of New York), 
being all clearly laid down in the map, although then but a few years in existence. 
It is interesting to observe the records on the map of New England, of the recent 
English investigations. Besides the general map of’ the world, there are seventeen 
special maps for America and its parts.

Since then it seems to have been chiefly rallied 
for the curious woodcuts with which it is profusely adorned; but no American col¬ 
lector can dispense with it, as one of the important items in a series of early geogra¬ 
phical treatises on the New World, especially as it contains such a map as shore 
described, with the Strait of Magellan delineated.

The first edition of a great geographical work is always a desirablo acquisition; 
it is a landmark in the history of Discovery that no student can dispense with. But 
as far as text is concerned, each edition of Ortelius* Atlas, in whatever language, 
differs so considerably from all others that they might be looked upon as independent 
works.

The rarest issue of the Atlas of Ortclins, mid remarkable for its peculiar and 
manifold specimens of type, all Roman characters, which were not used except in 
this first edition with German text. The orthography and style of language are 
rather barbarous, but a thorough reform was made in the later German editions 
by the entire recomposition of the text, and the nsc of Gothic type. There are 
sixteen new maps added to the original set of fifty-three which were published 
in 1570 ; and some of these are dated 1572 and 1573. (No. 47, a map of Tartary, 
which would have raised the number of sheets to 69, is missing in this copv). 
Amongst the additions are fresh maps of the British Isles, furnished to Ortelius, with 
o»rrespunding text, by Humphrey Lluyd, the Welsh antiquary. Daniel Rogers, an 
Englishman, also contributed assistance to the geographer, and a Latin epigram by 
him is prefixed to the work. The map of the New World is, for the time, singularly 
correct and full of detail ; and the advance of discovery in North America is spe¬ 
cially remarkable. There is a curious circumstance noted in the text relating to the 
New World. It is that “these lands have caused our countries to be filled with 


sugar; so that it is now used in every kitchen, and as an article of daily food, while 
formerly it was, with ns, found only in apothecaries’ shops, and employed as a medi¬ 
cament.” The text of this first German issue is the most interesting and piquant of 
alL It includes some singular statements ; for instance, after an extravagant eulogy 
upon the merits of the Germans, he says, “ but as none can be perfect, it must be ad¬ 
mitted they drink to excess ; which were better moderated, bat let ns plaster their 
aching heads with the consolation that this is the most venial of all faults.” He 


makes boldly the assertion that the Empire owned by the King of Spain is the 
neatest and most extensive that ever existed, allowing at the same time that that of 
Portugal is the most widely stretching.

There were two issues of this volume m the one year. Several typographical 
errors were discovered in the copies that had been first sent out, and the consequence 
was that two new leaves were issued with the copies that remained. The title was 
also reprinted for these; and the two leaves, which were inserted between the Decade 
and the poetry, comprised not only a list of errata, but also an address to Ximencz 
on the practical value of illustrating the text with a chart, and the Map which is so 
eagerly coveted by possessors of the first edition of Peter Martyr. This Map is 
astonishingly correct; it will be the glory of the cartographer to have executed such 
a work at so early a period. There is no other similar attempt that can be in any 
way compared with it; it remained for many long years far in advance of all that 
the pilots and hydrographers could achieve. As might be expected, the copies which 
have the map are in an extreme minority.

Editio Princeps of Columbus’ famous Map of the New World, generally 
called the Hydb ographio Portugaise , so frequently referred to by writers upon the 
discovery of America, a copy of which was obtained in 1504 by Ren6, Duke of Lor¬ 
raine, and presented to the editors of the present Ptolemy. They expressed their 
gratitude to the prince by designing and engraving at the end of the work the first 
existing map of the Duchy of Lorraine; but Ren6 had been five years dead when 
the book was published. The only mentiou of the Duke and of the Columbus map 
. is contained in the Ad Lectorem of the Supplement in the following words, which are 
supposed to establish the authorship of the chart:—“ Charta autem marina quam 
Hydrograpliiam vocant per Admiralem quondam serenissi. Portngalie regie Penh-

nandi ceteros denique Justratores verissimis peragrationibns lustrata, ministerio 
Renati, dam vixit, nunc pie mortui, Ducis illustriss. Lotharingie libcralius prelo- 
graphationi tradita est.” The word Portugalie is plainly a mistake for Hispatiice, 
and the Admiral referred to is generally believed to mean no other than Columbns 
himself. The first map which follows the Ad Lectorem is the celebrated Hydro- 
graphia, entitle^ at top Obbis typus Universalis, and it shews at one view the 
entire known world. Europe, Asia and Africa are all connected, and stretch from 
„ Greenland as the north-western extremity of Europe to Java minor in the south-east 
of Asia; and, in the other way, from the Cape of Good Hope to Cathay. On the 
lcft!-hand side appears part of the continent of South America, reaching as far as 
San Paulo in about 26 degrees of south latitude; above it are seen Cuba and San 
Domingo, and beyond them to the west, the outlines of a separate shore which is 
probably intended for Yucatan. The second map is Tabula Terre Nove , an amplifi¬ 
cation and correction of the preceding one, so far as the New Continent was con¬ 
cerned. It is full of names along the sea coast from Cabo del Mar Usiano on the 
north, probably on the Yucatan coast, to about 26 (marked 35) degrees of South 
Latitude, thus shewing that the discoveries of Cabral, Vespucci, and others, had been 
utilized. This map bears the inscription “ Hec terra cum adiacentibus insulis inventn 
est per Columbum Januensem ex mandato Regis Castelle,” which appeared here for 
the first time, and was frequently repeated on later maps. [The only addition which 
was made in those later maps, beyond the mere inscription of the name A merica, (which 
gives to the books of 1522 and 1525 so much interest in the American collector’s 
eyes) and a short statement concerning San Domingo, is the insertion of the word 
Faria, which is most blunderingly placed in Yucatan.] Not only may the Ptolemy 
of 1513 be said to contain the Editio Princeps of the Admiral’s map, but 
it would even be correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all 
the later reproductions, except of course modern facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 
1522. Humboldt has put forward an opinion that Waldsecmuller executed these maps, 
and also those which appeared in the Ptolemy of 1522 and 1526. A faithful com¬ 
parison will preclude all supposition that the Rarno hand could have been employed in 
both; for although the maps of 1522 and 1525 published by Laurentius Frissius, are 
ostensibly close reproductions of those of 1513, yet the difference between them is 
scientifically and critically very great. It can at once be seen that the original maps, 
which bear a close family resemblance to that of Juan de la Cosa (Columbus’ pilot) 
are valuable and authentic documents, while the later ones are inferior imitations, 
not only without any attempt to improve upon the earlier lalwur, but even omitting 
some of the names because they were too numerous or not sufficiently clear; blurring, 
rounding, and distorting the coast-outlines.

The Bodleian library possesses only an imperfect copy of this edition, and there 
is none at all in the Grenville Library. Harrisse ( Bibl . Americana ) had not seen 
one, describing it only from the catalogue of a private collection. The maps are the 
some as those in the edition of 1522. The last sheet is the famous map signed by 
L. F. (Laurentius Frisius) dated 1522, and entitled “ Orbis typus universalis, 
which bears the name “America.” This map is not a new one, but simply a repro¬ 
duction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with the name America added. The discovery 
of Columbus is described on the sheet numbered 28, and the two inner pages of that 
sheet contain a Map of America, or rather of the Western Ocean and Terra Nova* 
with the Islands. Again, the second lost map, which represents Qronlandia et 
Russia , is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains portions of the 
American coasts. As the collation is always incorrectly given, an exact description 
is appended. Folios 1-82, numbered, including title; annotations of Regiomontanus, 
14 leaves, unnumbered; Index Ptolemasi, 34 leaves, unnumbered: followed by the 
Maps. They consist of sheets numbered 1-26; general Ptolemsean map; sheets 
28-50 (with two Nos. 36 by mistake for 35 and 36; 46 and 47 on one sheet; and 60 
unnumbered).

It 
also contains the curious comparison instituted between tie rival monarchies of Spain 
and France, in which Servetus bestows such strangely mingled praise and blame 
upon tne manners of his countrymen and countrywomen. There is no doubt a covert 
allusion to himself in the statement that “ alibi potiiis quam in ipsa Hispania His- 
panum doc turn invenias.” It is remarkable that the entire text relative to Palestine 
(amongst the additional maps) is omitted; from which we might conclude that the 
public had already been shocked by the assertions (copied by him in 1535 from the 
Ptolemy of 1522) of the barrenness and unpleasantness of the Holy Land so falsely 
eulogized in the sacred writings as “ flowing with milk and honey.”

These valuable publications, which are the entire result of Varnhagen’s studies 
on Vespucci, contain all the letters of Vespucci, both authentic and doubtful, ex¬ 
actly reproduced from the originals. - These are illustrated with literary and biblio¬ 
graphical notes, a critical analysis of his life, extracts from rare books and unpub¬ 
lished documents, etc.; which the Editor, as an influential and indefatigable scholar, 
had favourable opportunities of examining. The chief object, which he seems to 
pdrsue with curious eagerness, is to prove the rectitude and integrity of Vespucci’s 
character. However, the concern of the modern world is with his ability and 
priority as a navigator in American waters, and the origin of the name given to 
the New World, and every thing necessary for any one who wishes to examine the 
matter thoroughly will be found in Varnhagen’s treatises, by which it appears 
conclusive that Vespucci saw the American continent in 1497-8, in that First Voyage 
which has been discredited.

It seems very probable that the plagiafisms of which 
Peter Martyr complains as having been committed to his prejudice by Aluy- 
sius Cadamostus ought to be sought for in this book (in which Cadamosto’s Voyage 
is the first piece), and not referred to the work by Angelo Trevigiano, printed in 
1504 (the original of the fourth book of the Paesi) as is done by Mr. Harrisse.

The value of the leaves of Index in the Itine- 
rarium Portugallensium, and the necessity of possessing them, must be estimated 
from the fact that they give an analysis of the contents together with the names of 
the discoverera, while the text of the book rods on from chapter to chapter without 
distinction. The narratives of Columbus, Pinzon, and Vespucci, concerning Ame¬ 
rica, begin on leaf 52 and end on 75. 

The eighth and last preliminary leaf (not ineluding the two leaves ?of Index) 
ends with a metrical eulogium upon Madrignano by Quintianus Stoa. These verses 
close with a semicolon at the bottom of the reverse page, so that many persons have 
been led to think there ought to be some further preliminary matter in continuation 
of the iambics. But the semicolon is simply intended for a mark of interrogation, 
set at the end of a question in which the verses are brought to a conclusion and 
a climax thus :

The notes are all 
written with the object of substituting Silk, Corn, Wine, and other culture for that 
of Tobacco; and it is to be presumed that the second edition was prepared with the 
additional treatise on the ** Discovery of Silkworms,** so as to conform to Mr. Farrer*s 
. (or the anonymous note-writer's) views, and in order to publish a map, the want of 
which he complained of.

The very interesting Codex, of which the above is a careful reprint, was dis¬ 
covered in Mexico by Beltrami in the year 1826, and came into the hands of the 
present editor by purchase from the heirs. It is composed in the purest and most 
elegant Nahuatl that was ever written, by Bernardino Sahagnn, a Spanish Monk of 
the Franciscan order, with the assistance of two scions of royalty in Anahnac, one 
the son of Montezuma, the other the son of the Prince of Tezcuco—and purports to 
be a u postilla** on the Gospels and Epistles. Sahagnn arrived at Mexico in the 
year 1629, and lived and laboured with great success in that country for fully sixty 
years. Of his many works in and on the Nahuatl language, the above is the only one 
which has been saved from perdition. Mr. Biondclli has accompanied Sahagun's 
text by a Latin version, has added & copious Vocabulary, Nahuatl and Latin, and by 
his introductory observations, has thrown considerable light not alone upon the 
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Nahuatl language, its affinity to other families of language, its grammatical pecu¬ 
liarities, bat also upon the traditions, institutions, and monuments of tho Aztecs— 
thus forming a complete treasury of everything appertaining to the ancient Mexicans. 
Altogether this is a volume which cannot be dispensed with by the student in 
linguistics.

“ When, some four centuries ago, the enterprise of Spanish navigators opened 
the vast continent of America to the admiration of Europe, the civilization of the 
New World was found to be concentrated in two spots, and two only, of that enor¬ 
mous territory. One of those favoured regions was Peru; the other was Mexico. 
It was in Mexico especiallt that art, politics and science had received 
their greatest development. All the rest of North America, from the shores of 
Hudson’s Bay to the mouths of the Mississippi, was desolate and barbarous, diversified 
only by swamp, forest, or prairie, and populated by savages without knowledge or 
laws. Mexico alone redeemed the character of the new continent, and presented to 
the eyes of the invader a spectacle so marvellous os to satisfy even the expectations 
which the great discovery had raised. There the Spaniards found an organized 
State, an ancient polity, an opulent capital, an exalted dynasty, a formidable priest¬ 
hood, and a people well skilled in mechanical and decorative arts. So great, in fact, 
was the proficiency of the Mexican workmen, so elaborate the system of government, 
and so impressive the whole evidence of wealth and grandeur, that for some time the 
civil’z ition of Mexico was regarded as superior to that of Europe. Although indeed 
the researches of modern inquirers has enabled us to supply some corrective to these 
ideas, it is really probable that in certain respects the Spaniards found Mexico more 
advanced than Spain, and we have been recently assured on the authority of a com¬ 
prehensive history that this civilization was the necessary incident of geographical 
and natural advantages. Such was the situation and configuration of Mexico that it 
could hardly fail to make progress, and all that was discovered there in the shape of 
national wealth or political order represented tho extraordinary opportunities which 
nature had provided.”— Times , Dec. 8, 1858.

There is added at the end, beyond 
the matter of the Italian volume, a German translation of King Emmanuel’s latest 
letter to the Pope (dated Alcochete, 12 June, 1508), which had only previously ap¬ 
peared in Latin, in separate form at Rome. Harrisse states that the Vicenza edition 
of 1507 of the Paesi contains a letter of the King to the Fope at the end, but there 
is no snch thing in the Latin edition of Milan (Itinerarinm Portugallensium), nor 
in the Italian reprint of 1519. If the Bibl. Amer. Vet be correct, it must be an 
earlier and different letter of the Portuguese King. This serves to shew that 
Ruchamer’s German publication of 1508 has some intrinsic and independent value 
beyond its mere rarity, and its worth as a translation of an important collection of 
Voyages.

The author sneers at the inaccurate and indefinite accoun 
given of the new lands beyond the Atlantic by those who announce thttnsehi 
as Explorers and Admirals (ab his qui se navigationum authores et clasu 
praefectos fuisse assernnt). He concludes that it would be wiser to abstain fro 
any pretentious description until kings should send out proper scientific expev 
tions and give fuller information to the world.
